Similarities in assaults 


Description of suspect in latest case similar to rapists sought in two other incidents

The third rape in a week has area po- 
lice departments working together closely 
to determine whether a single suspect is 
at work. 


Berkeley police are not ruling any- 
thing out. “At this time there are a lot of 
similarities in the description of the re- 
sponsibles in these cases,” said Capt. 
Bobby Miller of the Berkeley police. “It 


is possible that these cases were all com- 
mitted by the same individual, but we’re 
not ruling out the possibility that they 
have been done by separate individuals.” 

On Tuesday Berkeley police released 
a drawing of the suspect in the third in- 
cident, the kidnap and rape of a Rich- 
mond woman early Friday. 

Police said the woman, who was walk- 
ing alone near 23rd Street and Barrett 
Avenue, got into a car and was driven to 
Berkeley against her will. She was then 
raped at the city marina. Berkeley police 


described the suspect as a very heavyset 
black man in his mid-30s with short hair. 

And though the description is vague, 
police said it is similar to that of a man 
wanted for the rape of a 20-year-old Oak- 
land woman in Pinole on Monday and 
the rape of a 25-year-old Southern Cali- 
fornia woman in El Cerrito on Tuesday. 

Police also noted that the three women 
were accosted while walking alone and 
then driven to another location where 
they were raped. 

In two of the cases the suspect re- 


portedly drove a sport utility vehicle. In 
the third case, a woman was abducted 
by the driver of a large metallic-blue 
1980’s American made car. 

“At this point, we know there are some 
similarities between the cases, and we’re 
working with the other police depart- 
ments,” said Berkeley Capt. Bobby Miller. 
“But we need to look at this much more 
closely before we can determine if in fact 
we think the suspects are one and the

ALBANY — Sister Carol Anne 0’- 
Marie has silver hair, a calm low reading 
voice and a killer wit. 

To the delight of a small, but obviously 
loyal and appreciative audience, O’Marie 
read from her eighth murder mystery 
novel, “Death Takes Up a Collection” at 
M.C. Newburn Books last week.

Katrina Cornish 


ALBANY — A scientist who dis- 
covered that latex from a native 
shrub is free of proteins that can 
cause painful and sometimes life- 
threatening allergic reactions was 
honored earlier this month by the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture’s 
Agricultural Research Service. 

Plant physiologist Katrina Cor- 
nish of the ARS’s Western Regional 
Research Center in Albany, has been 
named an “Outstanding Senior Re- 
search Scientist of 1998” by the re- 
search agency. 

“Dr. Cornish holds patents for hy- 
poallergenic natural latex from 
guayule, a hardy native shrub in the 
southwestern United States, and for 
extracting and processing that la- 
tex,” said ARS Administrator Floyd 
PHorn. “Her innovative research 
should pave the way for using 
guayule’s high-quality latex to make 
gloves, catheters and dozens of other 
products for medical, industrial and 
home use.” 

Cornish and other award recipi- 
ents received plaques, cash awards 
and additional funds to support their 
research at a Feb. 10 ceremony at 
the agency’s Beltsville, Md., Agri- 
cultural Research Center. ARS is the 
USDA's chief research agency. 

“Experiments that Dr. Cornish has 


organized with researchers through- 
out the country indicate that guayule 
latex is a practical, safe and reliable 
alternative to latex from other 
sources,” said Horn. “New alterna- 
tives are especially important to the 
estimated 20 million Americans who 
are allergic to natural rubber from 
the most widely used commercial 
source, the Brazilian rubber tree. 
Susceptible people may develop re- 
actions ranging from itchy rashes to 
deadly anaphylactic shock. 

“In addition,” Horne said, “do- 
mestic sources of high-quality latex 
would reduce America’s reliance on 
imported rubber and on petroleum 
for making synthetic rubber prod- 
ucts.” 

Horn also commended Cornish 
for helping establish a science work- 
shop for local high school students. 
Scientists at the ARS Western Re- 
gional Research Center conduct the 
annual, semester-long Agricultural 
Science Academic Workshop. The 
dozen promising students, selected 
from groups underrepresented in sci- 
entific professions, attend lectures 
at the Albany center and conduct re- 
search experiments there. This gives 
them an inside look at careers in 
biotechnology, chemistry, food safety, 
human nutrition and other scientific 
fields. 

Cornish currently leads a team 


that is seeking the genes that cue 
guayule and other plants to make 
rubber. 

“In the future,” said Horn 
“biotechnologists may be able to 
shuttle rubber-making genes from 
one plant species into another. That 
could boost the amount and quality 
of latex produced by guayule or 
other plants suitable for growing in 
the United States.”: 

Cornish, a native of Beccies, Suf- 
folk, England, has been with the 
Agricultural Research Service since 
1989. 

She received here bachelor of sci- 
ence degree in biological sciences 
— with highest honors — in 1978 
and doctorate in 1982, both from 
the University of Birmingham in 
Edgbaston, England. She has re- 
ceived five awards for equal em- 
ployment opportunity activities and 
was selected by the San Francisco 
Bay Area Federal Executive Board 
as the region’s top federal scientist 
in 1997.

After an hour’s chat with Susan 
Wittenberg, I left with a feeling of 
great admiration for the West Con- 
tra Costa Public Education Fund, for 
the wonderful things it is accom- 
plishing in that very needy district, 
and for the woman who is Executive 
Director of that Fund. Along with that 
was a feeling of hope that with or- 
ganizations and people such as these, 
great things can happen to the chil- 
dren, not only here, but in other dis- 
tricts where such funds and people 
are also active. 

The Ed. Fund, as it is called, 
started out small about 16 years ago. 
But from the beginning it had a 
three-pronged mission: To provide 
mini grants for projects other than 
the required curriculum, to enhance 
the curriculum, to encourage teach- 
ers to be creative — programs that 
neither the school board nor the 
schools could fund. The second 
prong was Teaching Excellence 
awards, recognizing outstanding 
teachers at a banquet where stu- 
dents, parents and the public could 
see and appreciate the fine work of 
the award winners. And, third, to add 
Supplementary Programs to the reg- 
ular curriculum. 

Originally the mini grants were 
$300 each, but that has now in- 
creased to $500, for special programs 
created by teachers for their classes. 
There are also $1,000 grants to 
schools. Last year, Wittenberg said 
proudly, the Ed. Fund gave out 65 
grants totaling close to $40,000. She 
showed me the 1998/99 Annual Re- 
port of Grants, and I was struck by 
the variety and creativity, and by the 
sheer wonder and magic of having 
someone — or somones — recognize 
the true worth of such activities. 

They included grants for funds to 
transport 80 3rd graders from 
Chavez Elementary School to the 
Richmond Plunge for swimming 
lessons; a violence intervention pro- 
gram at Nystrom School; funds to 
create a school garden and restore 
a native plant site at Olinda School 
and a similar grant to Stege; funds 
to provide students at Grant 18 ses- 
sions of Poets in the Schools; to pro- 
vide hands-on, school-wide assem- 
blies on marine science at Harding; 
to honor Paul Robeson by designing 
and implementing special curricu- 
lum and a commemorative mural at 
Lake; and on and on. 

Susan Wittenberg spoke enthusi- 
astically of the Awards banquet 
which will be held in May, with some 
500 people attending. This year’s re- 
cipient will be chosen later this 

month. She said that so far six of 
these $500 awards have been made 
to teachers and/or librarians who 
have really exemplified excellent in 
education. 

The banquet, Wittenberg says, 
will involve many students. About 80 
of them high school students will 
serve, others will work with the 
caterers, all as volunteers. as are the 
teachers, parents and friends who 
are lending support and expertise. 

Wittenberg speaks of the won-

Perhaps you have strained a muscle or 
have an old injury that troubles you and 
someone recommends that you schedule a 
massage. You wonder if there is any scien- 
tific proof that treating the injury with mas- 
sage will provide relief. The resounding 
answer (in the right hands) is YES! 

Increased interest in alternative healing 
therapies has prompted intense research 
on massage. The research has revealed 
unequivocally that physiological benefits 
are achieved. 

To appreciate the benefits received, first 
you must understand the reactions of your 
body’s soft tissue to injury is frequently to 
the tissue s collagen. Collagen is the most 
abundant protein in the animal kingdom. It 
is a fibrous, insoluble protein found in the 
connective tissues, including skin, bone 
ligaments and cartilage and gives tissue its 
shape and strength. When collagen is dam- 
aged, its fibers tend to pack closer together, 
forming adhesions. These packed fibers are 
laid down randomly, rather than in the 
normal parallel arrangement of healthy tis- 
sue, which creates a weakened structure 
and inhibits the normal gliding movement 
of tissue.

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_A simple but powerful formula

Good news! Your garden-variety 
public school — even a failing school 
in a low- income district — can be- 
come a model in a few short years. 
The miracle cure? An outstanding 
principal supported by parents and 
an involved community. 

That’s precisely what turned 
around Washington Elementary, in 
Richmond, California. In 1992, Wash- 
ington was foundering under a half- 
time principal. 

The school district had just de- 
clared bankruptcy, neighborhood 
families were sending their kids 
elsewhere and rumor had it that the 
school might be closed. In response 
to this crisis, local business owners 
— I’m one of them — formed The 
Washington School Many Hands 
Project. 

We organized volunteers, started

lobbied the district for a full-time 
principal. In 1993, we got one: Kaye 
Burnside. 

Today, just five years later, Wash- 
ington is a model to learn from. Last 
year it was toured by more than 
1,000 visitors, including the city 
mayor, the chancellor of UC-Berke- 
ley, Congressman George Miller, 
Governor Pete Wilson, and even a 
delegation from Norway. 

Enrollment is up 120 percent, and 
there is a waiting list for both stu- 
dents and teachers. 

People argue about how a turn- 
around like this can happen. What's 
the key? Good teachers? Student dis- 
cipline? Parent involvement? Tech- 
nology? Facilities? Money? At Wash- 
ington we know all these are 
important, but we have no chicken 
and the egg dilemma. 

We know which comes first: 
Strong leadership. If you have a 
strong leader like Kaye Burnside — 
and you give that leader support 
from parents and the community — 
all the rest will follow. It’s that sim- 
ple. 

Which is not to say it’s easy. Kaye 
Burnside arrived with a vision that 
she fought for with the tenacity of 
an entrepreneur. She lobbied the 
school district. She cajoled outsiders. 
She demanded and modeled respect 
and high expectations for all mem- 
bers of the school community, moti- 
vating students, teachers and par- 
ents to reach for lofty goals. 

Countless evening and weekend 
hours went into this effort — both 
her own and her staff’s. Kaye spear- 
headed a monumental grant-writing 
effort bringing in more than $500,000 
above the district’s budget. In a dis-

in the state, she reformed her teach- 
ing staff and supported them with 
ongoing teacher training. 

Her “Never-say-Never” attitude 
didn't include the words can’t, won't, 
or shouldn't. She made things hap- 
pen when others said it couldn't be 
done. The result: A model public 
school — envied by others — with 
top-notch teachers, regular facility 
maintenance, a robust school-wide 
technology plan, student discipline, 
and a healthy budget. 

My advice to those who want to 
improve schools is this: focus on 
school site leadership backed by par- 
ents and the community. The com- 
bination is the make- or-break-it el- 
ement. 

If you’re in education you know 
this is true. You probably think this 
is self-evident, like “Mom and apple 
pie”—obvious! Remember that peo- 
ple outside education are generally 
confused about where to begin mak- 
ing changes in schools. Talk about 
what you know to be true. Reward 
your best principals. Herald the win- 
ners! Commit to having strong lead- 
ers in every school in your district 
—and call for support from the com- 
munity. Make it happen. If you’re not 
in education, visit your school and 
attend meetings; evaluate the prin- 
cipal’s leadership and effectiveness 
like you would a business manager. 
If you find an outstanding principal, 
support them! 

Acknowledge their good work 
openly, volunteer time, make re- 
quested donations, and let others 
know how well the school is doing.

But 
they always had supporters — 
even when they wanted to bring in 
a Walmart — from believers in a 
market-driven economy, or from 
those who rejected City Hall’s bul- 
lying. 

They may now lose that support 
if they torpedo a plan wanted by 
most residents, not for economic 
reasons, but by hard-nosedly in- 
sisting on doing what they want 
with “their” Plaza. 

The plan to use the parking 
garage and separate funding to 
bring in a department store at the 
northeast Plaza/BART corner is ad- 
mittedly a long shot. But it would 
be foolhardy for the owners to 
shoot it down without economic 
justification. Criticism should be 
based on clear reasoning and fi- 
nancial self-interest, not claims 
that it would be unacceptable to 
another party. 

All objections so far were read- 
ily circumvented by modifying the 
concept. It is counterproductive for 
the owners to claim a department 
store will never accept a non-rec- 
tangular site, roof parking, etc., 
when none of these are essential to 
the proposal. Gottschalk’s can 
speak for itself, and they are not 
the only department store. 

It does not help for city repre- 
sentatives to claim BART would 
never contemplate sharing their 
land, when the opposite has been 
true. BART would have to explain 
why they would reject shopping 
wanted by a host community, when 
they promoted dense housing on 
the same site all along. 

It would be silly for the owners 
to alienate a vast portion of poten- 
tial customers without fully ex- 
plaining why they cannot make 
one of their 32 acres available, es- 
pecially if the parking can be re- 
placed at no cost to them. 

Let us hope that American 
Stores will not have to learn that 
the customer is always right.

The $4,500 fix will repair tiles and 
fiberglass surfaces and the work will 
be guaranteed for one year. After 
that, the repair may last a year or 
two, but there is no guarantee, Ko- 
rtz explained. 

"We've done a good job keeping 
the pool together, but stress is show- 
ing," Kortz added. 

She said the "ballpark" estimate 
of fixing the swim center properly is 
"at least a half a million dollars." 

The Park and Recreation Com- 
mission embarked on a series of pub- 
lic and neighborhood meetings and 
questionnaire mailings in 1997 to dis- 
cover what people want in their city 
parks and recreational facilities. 

Park priorities stated at these 
meetings include upgrading unsafe 
playground equipment, a Monterey 
pine and eucalyptus tree removal 
program, a better Hillside Natural 
Area fire reduction plan and path 
lighting at city parks. 

Concerning recreational facilities, 
people wanted the community and 
swim center rehabilitated, they 
wanted Canyon Trail Clubhouse re- 
opened, and access improved to 
Poinsett Huber clubhouse and the 
Harding Park outdoor restroom. 

People also wanted restroom fa- 
cilities provided at Central and 
Creekside parks and deferred main- 
tenance done at several sites. 

Many in the community would 
also like to see the clubhouses 
restaffed "as they were 20 or 30 years 
ago" and would like to see a new 
multi-use field and gymnasium and 
teen center. 

The problem is how to pay for 
these improvements and continued 
repair of the facilities. 

"Let's suppose it's a million, let's 
suppose it's $2 million, let's suppose 


it's $3 million — I'd still like to see 
an analysis where you say — what 
is it that people are willing to 
spend?," said Mayor Gina Brusatori 
at the meeting. 

"It may be $25 a year or $50 a 
year or $75 a year," she added. 

"How much would it take?," to re- 
habilitate the recreational facilities, 
asked Councilwoman Jane Bartke. 

She suggested "a capital im- 
provement bond that could be put 
together by citizens within the city" 
for the parks. 

Councilman Mark Friedman sug- 
gested a "pay as you go" basis for 
most improvements (the swim cen- 
ter would be an exception, he said). 

Councilman Norman La Force 
suggested linking the park and recre- 
ation improvement plans with street 
improvement and other city needs 
"to appeal to the broadest con- 
stituency of voters." 

According to a report prepared last 
October for the Committee of the 
Whole by the Community Services Di- 
vision, total building maintenance and 
park maintenance costs are estimated 
at $969,788. However, the upper limit 
of one total estimate is $1,350,000. 
Costs to rehabilitate the swim center 
are estimated at $531,400. 

These costs apparently do not in- 
clude "turf and irrigation" system re- 
habilitation throughout the city park 
system, which would add another 
$300,000 to $500,000. Development 
of a multi-use play field at Portola 
Junior High is estimated at $700,000. 

Additionally, the report notes in 
several places that these estimates 
need further refinement. 

Concerning the swim center costs, 
for example, the report states that 
"for true costs a,consultant must be 
hired" to determine the severity of 
the center's deterioration. 

The request for proposals process 
for the swim center and Canyon Trail 
Clubhouse repairs should pin down 
the true costs of those two projects.

McManus complained about peo- 
ple who let their canines play with 
little supervision at Memorial Park, 
suggesting there might be 20 or so 
individuals letting their dogs run 
around there as he spoke. “It’s dark 
and maybe people are standing there 
with bags in their pockets,” he said. 
“But they can’t see what their dogs 
are doing.” 

McManus’ remarks unleashed a 
howl of protest from Councilman 
Robert Good. 

Good said the issue of dogs 
should be discussed separately from 
the new park ordinance, warning 
such debate would only open “a can 
of worms.” 

Though Good strongly supports 
the proposed ordinance, he raised 
questions about the funding involved 
in preventing current residents of the 
bulb from returning once “the great 
wall against the barbarians” is con- 
structed and people living there are 
evicted. 

According to city staff projections, 
fencing the bulb would cost an esti- 
mated $3,000 to $6,000, depending 
upon the length of the barrier. A pro- 
posal to erect gates would add an ad- 
ditional $3,000 to 8,000 to the pro- 
posal, according to a staff report. 


‘Be kind to taxpayers’ 


Albany resident Dario Meniketti 
asked the council to “be kind to tax- 
payers” and residents of the bulb, 
noting the projected costs for police 
patrolling the landfill are from $3,000 
to $5,000 a night. 

Meniketti later suggested that un- 
til the future of the bulb is finalized, 
the city should consider providing 
portable toilets to the residents there, 
as well as trash cans and fresh wa- 
ter. 

Assistant City Administrator Ann 
Ritzma encouraged council members 
to agree to a first reading of the mea- 
sure, which requires two readings 
before it can be enacted into law. 

Ritzma, who revised her earlier 
estimate of bulb residents from 150 
to 77, said she had been in contact 
with social service agencies in Berke- 
ley about the future of people living 
there. 

Ritzma said the bulb residents she 
had spoken with understand they 
need to move but want to know 
when, a point she suggested makes 
a time-line for their eviction urgent. 

Though currently there are no 
conclusive plans about what to do 
with the former dump once residents 
are evicted, Ritzma said social agen- 
cies she consulted suggested people 
living there should be “relocated” this 
summer due to the shortage of 
homeless shelters during the winter. 

All members of the council said 
they wanted to move forward on the 
proposed ordinance, but Councilman 
Ed McManus said since the proposal 
could affect all parks, it is important 
to consider regulations that might 
impact them. 


Avoiding ‘legalese’ 


Mayor Peggy Thomsen (whose 
name was on the proposed ordi- 
nance) questioned language she said 
was written in “legalese,” and was 
consequently not clear to members 
of the public. Specifically she chal- 
lenged a clause that stated “each day 


such violation is committed or per- 
mitted to continue shall constitute a 
separate offense and shall be pun- 
ishable as such.” 

Thomsen said such wording “is 
not clear to me,” and asked why a 
violation of an ordinance would be 
“permitted to continue.” The mayor 
asked if there was a way the city at- 
torney could rewrite the section so 
people could understand it. 

Though Zweben attempted to ex- 
plain the intent of the passage and 
suggested law enforcement officials 
could be taught how to interpret it, 
Thomsen did not relent and the city 
attorney agreed to clarify the phras- 
ing. 

Ultimately council members 
asked city staff to clarify sections 
that were unclear and to bring it to 
members of the Parks and Recre- 
ation Commission for their input. 

Councilman Allan Maris re- 
quested that at the next council meet- 
ing, members of the shoreline com- 
mission, as well as representatives 
from the parks, be invited to discuss 
the proposed ordinance with the 
council and members of the com- 
munity. 

City Administrator Daren Fields 
agreed and suggested the first read- 
ing of the measure would probably 
not occur until April 15. 


Other council business 


Christine Monsen, Executive Di- 
rector of the Alameda County Trans- 
portation Authority, asked the coun- 
cil for suggestions that would enable 
the continued funding of what is 
known as Measure B, a 1/2-cent sales 
tax for “transportation issues” ap- 
proved by voters in 1986. 

Though a majority of voters ap- 
proved the renewal of the tax last 
year, it failed to achieve the 2/3 ma- 
jority needed for passage under the 
Jarvis/Gann tax initiative. 

According to Monsen, the mea- 
sure currently provides Albany with 
$239,000 in transportation-related 
funding every year. However mem- 
bers of the council seemed reluctant 
to endorse the measure slated for a 
vote sometime in 2000, and re- 
quested more information on the 
proposal. 

Monsen was asked by council 
members why she thought the mea- 
sure failed to pass in the last elec- 
tion. Monsen said it was opposed by 
some environmental groups, includ- 
ing the Sierra Club, and suggested 
such groups opposed the tax because 
they did not want more money ear- 
marked for highway projects. 

There were no representatives of 
the Sierra Club present to support 
or oppose her contention.

It was obvious the resiaurant mis- 
took the mystery writer for a food 
critic. 

O’Marie didn’t say whether or not 
she corrected the misidentification, 
but she did note that her friend told 
her afterwards; “We’re never going 
to go to another restaurant without 
that pad.” 

“It’s been great fun” she said of 
her writing career. 

“Because I’m a nun who writes 
murder mysteries, I’m like a three- 
legged duck” she said, explaining 
that she gets invited to “different 
places where you usually wouldn't 
get invited to.” 

She did say that critics and read- 
ers are sometimes quick to point out 
mistakes in her novels. - 

One reader wrote O’Marie to in- 
form her that the good Sister Mary 
Helen would never display “such bad 
table manners”as she did in one 
novel. O’Marie had had the protag- 
onist blow on her coffee to cool it 
down and such behavior is appar- 
ently quite gauche in some circles. 

A professor wrote to tell her that 
she mislabeled a Steller’s Jay or 
Scrub Jay as a true Blue Jay. 

O’Marie said she has to get her 
poisons right in the novels or she will 
definitely hear about it from the ex- 
perts. 

“Doing research on poisons is not 
easy,” she said. 

O’Marie also noted that one critic 
said the corrupt priest in her latest 
novel would have been found much 
sooner in real life. 

Her agent and publisher have 
suggested she “kill off” Sister Eileen, 
Sister Mary Helen’s sidekick. 

(A wave of shock and indignation 
went through the people at the read- 
ing when O’Marie revealed that bit 
of information.) “Who would do the 
reference work?,” asked one woman 
in the audience who knows very well 
how much Sister Mary Helen de- 
pends on her partner in sleuthing. 


Joining the order 


O’Marie has been a Sister of St. 
Joseph of Carondelet since 1951 “I 
entered when I was about 3,” she 
quips. 

She has taught 7th and 8th grade 
English, was a school principal, a 
feature editor of the San Francisco 


Catholic and was vice principal for 
development at Carondelet High 


School in Concord. 

O’Marie said her order “serves the 
dear neighbor in any capacity in 
which they are not being served.” 
About 10 years ago O’Marie and an- 
other nun, Sister Maureen Lyons, co- 
founded A Friendly Place, a drop-in 
center and a residence manor for 
homeless women in Oakland. 

A Friendly Place on San Pablo Av- 
enue serves more than 1,800 women 
each month. 

O’Marie describes it as a place 
where women can maintain their 
“self respect” and “take care of ba- 
sic needs — showers, toilets, safety 
and warmth.” The center operates 
on donations from individuals and 
groups and from on-site sales of O’- 
Marie’s books. 

The building is an island of dig- 
nity and cleanliness in a area of Oak- 
land known for drugs and crime, 
barred windows and trash on the 
sidewalks. 

At the center, you find women 
talking and laughing and taking care 
of themselves. 

Some are barefooted — some 
wear several layers of clothing — 
some seem to have all their worldly 
goods in a nearby basket. 

But they all seem to know that, 
at least for a while, they are in a safe 
place and that A Friendly Place is 
just what the name says it is. 

O’Marie said some of her patrons 
are mentally ill, but adds that drug 
abuse is the “single biggest problem.” 
She said the program has helped 
many people get back on their feet 
and added “we have several sunshine 
stories.” 

Sometimes the kindnesses and 
tender mercies provided at A 
Friendly Place are quite simple. 

O’Marie told the group gathered 
at the bookstore about a woman 
named Caroline who used to fre- 
quent A Friendly Place. 

She described Caroline as a “very 
scrambled” woman who wore her 
pantyhose on her head “tied into a 
bow.” 

O’Marie said Caroline would 
sometimes use phrases such as 
“gross national product,” so people 
suspected “that somewhere in there 
she had had a different life.” O’Marie 
said that smoking cigarettes was one 
thing that helped Caroline “get her 
calm back.” Unfortunately, others on 
the street would sometimes steal cig- 
arettes from this scrambled soul. 

So one of the sisters tried to con- 
vince Caroline to let her hold the cig- 
arettes and dole them out to her to 
keep them safe from theft. 

Caroline didn’t understand this 
request and at first refused to hand 
over the precious commodity. 

She was told the sister would be 
“like a bank” for her cigarettes. 

Slowly she began to understand 
and a little bit of Caroline’s former 
life resurfaced. 

“Are you insured?,” she finally 

asked the nun.

Detectives from Berkeley, El Cer- 
rito, Pinole and Richmond are work- 
ing on the cases. Richmond police 
said their patrol officers are on 
heightened alert.

Berkeley police refused to give 
much detail about Friday’s rape. 


Though they confirmed the woman 
was raped at the marina, they would 
not disclose the woman's age, 
whether the attacked occurred in the 
car or if she was threatened with a 
weapon. 

The attack Friday began about two 
miles from the spot where the South- 
ern California woman was forced into 
a car along Macdonald Avenue. The 
woman, who was visiting Richmond 
for the day on business, was then dri- 
ven to the 1700 block of Liberty Street 
in El Cerrito and raped. 

In the Pinole incident Monday, a 
woman reported being picked up in 
the 1200 block of Fitzgerald Drive 


and raped in the parking lot of the 
Pinole Vista shopping center. 

In each case, the suspect was dri- 
ving in a vehicle when he ap- 
proached the woman and tried to 
speak with her, police said. In at least 
one case, the man followed the 
woman in his car, blocked her path 
as she attempted to cross an inter- 
section and forced her into the car 
at knifepoint, police said.

The lone man and the sea 


Rinde Eckert Casts Off in 
Mackey/Dresher Opera for 
Solo Voice 


Alone Around the World, perhaps 
no words have struck a stronger 
chord with sailors through the ages 
than the challenge of circling the 
globe, with only wind and terror for 
companionship. The first organized 
race for solo circumnavigators, and 
the incredible real-life story that 
scandalized it, forms the basis for 
Ravenshead, a modern opera pre- 
sented by Berkeley Repertory The- 
atre as its second Parallel Season 
production this year.

_and long-term investment goals.

This week, I was talking to the 
mother of teenagers who moved 
from Berkeley to Marin two years 
ago. The kids are doing fine now, she 
told me. The older child, an optimist, 
seemed to take moving in his stride. 
He made new friends right away 

It was a different experience for 
his younger brother who, according 
to their mother. “doesn’t like change.” 
He missed his friends, his old school, 
his regular routine. He went to his 
new school every day but did not so- 
cialize. Other kids would invite him 
to go places, attend parties; but for a 
year after the move, he refused. It 
wasn’t until he joined a soccer team 
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ties that he became comfortable with 
his new surroundings, 

Once we helped a single mom sell 
her charming old house in Oakland 
and buy a smaller, less appealing 
house in Albany, a town she had cho- 
sen for the schools. Her boys, ages 
about 5 and 9 at the time, weren't 
happy about the anticipated move, The 
older boy’s best friend lived a couple 
of doors away and they were devas- 
tated at the thought of being separated. 

Our client, overwhelmed with get- 
ting a house ready for sale, packing 
and looking for a new house while 
continuing to work and parent, still 
managed to find the time to search 
for a rental in Albany for her son’s 
friend and his mother. 

She knew how valuable her son’s 
friendship was and she knew how much 
easier it would be for him to weather 
the change with his friend still near. 

We liked and respected this 
woman very much. She set her goals, 
then did what had to be done to ac- 
complish them. And she helped her 
children through the transition in 
every way she could. 

My own children were 6 and 7 
when we bought our house. A few 
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weeks before the move, I wrote in my 
journal that Nick, my oldest, “is par- 
ticularly pleased about moving.” He 
talked about having his own room with 
his things in it. He wanted to know 
what color his walls would be painted 
and he asked if he could have bunk 
beds so friends could stay overnight. 

When my daughter Annie said 
she’d be scared sleeping in her new 
room alone, Nick told her not to 
worry: “You’ll be halfway between 
my room and mom’s. Besides, you'll 
have two bathrooms to choose from.” 

The first night in our house the 
children were tucked into their new 
beds in their own rooms. Half an 
hour went by quietly. Then Nick got 
up and asked Annie if she’d sleep in 
his room. She hurried in. 

For months after that there were 
few nights when any of us had un- 
interrupted sleep. One of the kids 
would wake up saying, “I can’t sleep 
alone.” I’d cajole, threaten and offer 
sympathy but it went on. 

I wrote down one pre-bedtime 
plea: “If I get scared out of my day- 
lights, really scared in the night, and 
I get up and hear the cats under the 
house and it’s really an emergency,

burst while fighting a fire. A test con- 
firmed the existence of a problem. 

At a second meeting, bank architects 
balked at recommended fixes, claiming 
a prohibitive price tag of $100,000. 

Soon thereafter, there was a fire 
at the bank, three fire hoses burst, 
and resultant damage was estimated 
at $250,000 million. 


A San Francisco first 

The Transamerica Building was a 
very different story. Recognizing the 
new fire hazards, mechanical engineer 
Thomas Simonson proposed installa- 


tion of fire sprinklers throughout the 
building, provided he could use new 
technology and a computerized design. 

It was the first fully-sprinklered 
office building in San Francisco his- 
tory and set the standard for future 
construction. 

San Francisco was probably the 
first city to adopt a high-rise life 
safety code. It resulted from the co- 
operation in the early 1970s between 
Superintendent of Building Inspec- 
tion Alfred Goldberg and Fire Mar- 
shall Emmet D. Condon.

Pull up to tax season 
prepared to save 


Careful records can help you claim your 
car expenses as a business deduction 


By Jan Zobel, EA 


Good recordkeeping is the key to de- 
ducting car expenses on your tax return. 
For maximum tax savings, you need to 
know how many total miles you’ve dri- 
ven during the year, and how many of 
those miles were for business. 

Each January 1, write down your car’s 
odometer reading and you’ll know the 
total mileage for the year. Calculating the 
number of miles driven for business miles 
is not as easy. 

If you have a deductible office-in- 
home, you can begin counting your busi- 
ness miles when you leave your home 
and travel to another business location. 
If you don’t have a home office, the trip 
to and from home is non-deductible com- 
muting. 

To reduce commuting miles, consider 
opening a business post office box near 
your home or buying from a nearby sup- 
plier. From home to that stop will still be 
commuting, but from that point on, your 
business mileage will be deductible. 

Ideally, you’ll keep a log or notebook 
in your car in which you write down ei- 
ther the beginning and ending odometer 
reading for each business trip, or note 
how many business miles you drive each 


day. In either case, also note what busi- 
ness locations you visited. 

Although it’s easy to do once you get 
into the habit, many people don’t want 
to be bothered keeping a car log. If you’re 
one of those people, see if one of the fol- 
lowing methods works better for you: 

@ Note in your appointment book how 
many business miles you drive each day. 

@ If you go on the same route or to 
the same location regularly, measure the 
distance once and count the number of 
times you make the trip during the year. 

If you use your vehicle primarily for 
business, instead of keeping track of the 
business miles, keep track of the num- 
ber of personal miles you drive. 

@ If your business driving is similar 
throughout the year, keep detailed 
records for one month of each quarter 
or for one week of each month and pro- 
ject your annual business mileage from 
those figures. 

Once you know the total number of 
miles the car was driven for the year and 
how many of those were for business, 
there are two possible ways of deduct- 
ing your car expenses. 

The first is called the actual expense

Auto doctor solves mystery of the missing gasoline 


Where’s the gas? 


Dear Doctor: I own a 1976 Dodge 
motorhome with a 440 cc four bar- 
rel carburetor. When it is parked for 
a couple of weeks, the gas siphons 
back into the gas tank from the car- 
buretor. It will not start, unless I pour 
some gas down the carburetor. I have 
replaced the fuel pump, and even in- 
stalled a shut off valve in the gas line. 
What should I do next? Greg 


Dear Greg: I do not believe the 
gas is going back into the gas tank. 
The gasoline is leaking out of the 
float bowl through the lower base of 
the carburetor into the engine, and 
then evaporating. If you remove the 
carburetor and put it on a work 
bench overnight, you will see the gas 
very slowly leak out of the two small 
cavities between the two primary 
throttle plates. You can use a two- 
part epoxy to fill the cavity. 


Check your Injector sensor 


Dear Doctor: I own a 1985 Ford 
Crown Victoria 302 V8 with throttle 
body fuel injection. The engine will 
not start unless I pour a small 
amount of gas into the throttle body. 
T haven't found anyone who can solve 
the problem. Can you help? Harold.

Indeed, sunglasses are a help, Make 
sure that they are dark enough to re- 
ally knock down the rays’ intensity and 
that they have polarized lenses. Only 
polarized lenses can kill the secondary 
glare bouncing off the hood. 

Besides finding a different path 
and using sunglasses, here are some 
other suggestions for increasing your 
safety in the presence of a fireball 
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on the horizon. 
Clean your windshield 


Wash both the inside and the out- 
side. The inside can be fogged by 
residue from smoke, or the out- 
gassing of interior plastics. Ammonia 
or vinegar helps cut these deposits. 


Turn on your headlights 


Even if you have DRL (daytime 
running lights), turning on your low 
beams helps enhance your visibility 
in the glare of a low-lying sun. Most 
DRL systems do not turn on your 
taillights. 

Keep a baseball cap handy 


A cap won't be much help if you 
wear it with the bill at the back. 
Worn conventionally, a cap — par- 
ticularly one with a longer than usual 


bill — can be helpful in keeping the 
sun out of your eyes. With a little art- 
ful dodging of the head, you can 
keep visual contact with important 
segments of your world as you drive 
into the sun. Because you can move 
your head as necessary, billed caps 
work better than the rigid sun visor 
on the car. You might also seek out 
tennis hats with bills of dark green 
see-through plastic. 


Check auto-supply shops for sun 
glare fighters that attach to your vi- 
sor. I have seen some that feature a 
sliding panel of dark glass or plastic 
that in effect extends your visor. Vi- 
sor extensions can be down or to the 
sides. (That sun sneaking between

Dear Harold: The first thing to do 
is check for trouble codes in the com- 
puter. Chances are you will see a 
code for the TPS sensor. If the TPS 
is out of range, it will not allow the 
two injectors to pulse fuel. I have 
seen this many times over the years. 
The TPS is located at the base of the 
throttle body on the right side. You 
should also check to make sure you 
have fuel pressure. 


Car wash protocol 


Dear Doctor: At one time or an- 
other, anyone who uses a car wash 
has had to wait in line for 30 min- 
utes or more. Is it better to keep shut- 
ting off and restarting the engine, or 
just leave it idling? Dave 


Dear Dave: Great question, but 


* the answer depends on many factors. 


On hot summer days, I would shut 
the engine off and wait to restart it 
when I could actually move up at 
least two spots. The reason for this 
is if the outside temperature is 80 
plus degrees, and the temperature 
coming from exhaust from the car 


in front of yours is 150 plus degrees, 
all the hot exhaust will be sucked 
into the front of your radiator. The 
extreme heat will not allow the ra- 
diator to cool your engine. On days 
the temperature is 60 degrees or 
cooler, you could leave the engine 
idling, however you should shift into 
park with an automatic, and neutral 
with a standard transmission, and 
take your foot off the clutch. 


Noisy tappets 


Dear Doctor: I own a 1991 Toyota 
pickup 2.4-liter four-cylinder, which 
I purchased new and currently has 
98,000 miles. Recently, I noticed the 
tappets sound noisy. I took the truck 
to a local shop. He said the tappets 
were not a major problem. He said 
there are plastic guides the timing 
belt rides against that need to be re- 
placed at a cost of $550, which also 
includes the tappet adjustment: I 
would like to keep the truck for an- 
other 100,000 miles. Mark 


Dear Mark: Your Toyota pickup 
has a timing chain not a belt. There 
are guides for the timing chain.

visit, have the tappets adjusted, then 
check for any other noises. If the 
dealer suggests the timing chain re- 
placement, then $500-$600 dollars is 
a lot cheaper than a new engine or 
overhaul, and I would have it done. 


Is there a power limiter? 


Dear Doctor: I own a 1997 Mer- 
cury Cougar 4.6-liter V8. I have been 
told there is a device to limit power 
under 3000 rpm. If this is true, how 
can I disable it, and if not, how can 
I get better performance? Mike 


Dear Mike: There is no power 
limiter under 3000 rpm. There is a 
rev limiter at the engine red line that 
all fuel injected engines have. To gain 
more power from any late model ve- 
hicle, I recommend a computer up- 
grade, high performance air filter, 
and exhaust replacement.

Tires take a 
road beating 


Learn to read the 
rubber 


Owners auto know

ether you drive an econ- 
omy or luxury car, a pickup 
or sport utility, and regard- 


less of its age, there’s something your 
vehicle has in common with every 
other one on the road. It rides on in- 
flatable rubber tires. 

Despite the fact that tires are so 
universal, and so seemingly simple 
compared with exotic underhood elec- 
tronic controls, they are critical to your 
vehicle’s performance and safety. 

Each time you're ready to drive 
for the first time of the day, walk 
around the vehicle and look at each 
of the tires. You’ll quickly learn to 
spot a tire that’s underinflated. 

Before you can judge what an un- 
derinflated tire looks like, you’ve got 
to learn how a properly inflated one 
appears. That requires a quality tire- 
inflation gauge. A good gauge will set 
you back $5 to $20. 

Make sure the guage is calibrated 
to read the high pressure common 
for temporary spare tires, usually 60 
psi. Then use the gauge at least once 
a month to check the inflation pres- 
sures of all of your vehicle’s tires, in- 
cluding its spare. 


Get a cold tire reading. 


Check the pressures before dri- 
ving the car or truck for that day so 
the tires are “cold.” The laws of 
physics demand that as the temper- 
ature of a compressed gas-like the 
air inside a tire-goes up, so does its 
pressure, 

And since driving on tires heats 
them, all tire pressures are given as 
“cold,” or whatever their tempera- 
ture is while sitting around. Natu- 
rally, normal pressures will go down 
when the weather is cold, and up 
when it is hot. So it’s critical that you 
check tire pressures after any tem- 
perature swing. Then compare your 
pressure readings to those specified 
by the auto maker. 

The owner’s manual will tell you 
where to find the decal inside the ve- 
hicle that lists the recommended in- 
flation pressures for your vehicle. 
There may be more than one rec- 
ommendation to cover “normal” dri-

The Evog, one of the stars of the 
show, is reportedly a “shadow” prod- 
uct development headed by Dave 
Hill, the man who directs the 
Corvette/Camaro vehicle line. It is 
built off the same platform used by 
the Corvette sports car — which 
leads many to believe that the Evoq 
is headed for the production line. 

Time is of the essence for Cadil- 
lac, GM can’t stall on a decision on 
Blackfin. It must be made this year 
if GM wants to ensure Cadillac’s next 
generation of products is designed 
with the Blackfin concept in mind, 
according to Smith. 

We believe Cadillac will be mak- 
ing a major mistake if it doesn’t de- 
velop the Blackfin concept.

Its sales, 
despite a last-minute effort which al- 
lowed it to overtake Lincoln, are be- 
ing eroded by the European and 
Asian luxury cars.

method. To use this method, add to- 
gether your expenses for gas, oil, re- 
pairs, insurance, auto club member- 
ship, car license, and loan interest 
or lease payments. Then multiply the 
total expenses by the percentage you 
use the car for business. 


Add depreciation on the car to 
this figure (unless you lease the car), 
along with your business parking 
and tolls. The end result is your to- 
tal business car expense. 


Mileage rate method 


The second method of deducting 
car expenses, the mileage rate 
method, is calculated by multiplying 
the number of business miles you 
drove during the year by 32.5¢ a mile 
(31¢ a mile beginning April 1). 


The only expenses that can be 
added to the 32.5¢ a mile is the busi- 
ness percentage of car loan interest 
and car registration, and business 
parking and tolls. All other expense 
are considered to be covered by the 
32.5¢-a-mile deduction. 


The recordkeeping for car use 
may seem tedious but, since this is 
often a sizable expense for your busi- 
ness, the resulting tax deduction will 
make your efforts worthwhile.
